1. Av ailab le docmaeat* at Beadqaerters regarding subject provide oo 
additional information Identifiable with Subject 1 * activities since World 
War IX. Bovewer, there are two CS-ulC (Coshinsd Service* Cbtechnent Intarro- 
fiat4.cn Corps) reports ■which give a few facte concerning the WW II ectlrltiea 
of an* Erwin &AK0T who 1* probably identical with Subject. 

2. According to these reports BJUJI3T was a neefcer of Coraaandeare her 
Sip« wad do* S3 (fi?.). Section XV, in Veldes, which was part of the Daman 
AdRinislrctico in Slovenia, Tqgeelavia. fie was designated as Chief of the 
heirs Service (ale) (probably Intelligence Section). fie was reported to he a 
Beicfas Qexnaa, Party ceafcor, S3 leader and at vm tine lived in Berlin, fie wa* 
later assigned to tba fioadqaarters of General RCfc3£ffifi (fna) in Xagoslavla. 
fiawerar, after a dla og r eea oat, the nature of which is not specified, BtLiMirt 
returned to Berlins la Berlin be was assigned to the E3HA (Kaicharicharhett*- 
beapUnt), Abt A la, the specialist Seferat la IV A (IV 1) concerned with Left 
Wing Opposition, fiandaa, and the SF3. lbs laclasiv* dates of ahLgpr«s assign-

lajiace) prison at war coop outside Belgrade and was ccsspletoly corrupt. He 
was also responsible for the interrogation and i^rlsooasnt of British Farm- 
troops.
